Correcting The Flax Myth 


Many people seem to be of the opinion 
that flax is hard on the land. Such, however, 
does not appear to be the case, according to 
results of experiments over the past ~60 
years at the agricultural experimental sta- 
tion at Fargo, North Dakota. 

A plot of land there, which has grown 
flax continuouly without the aid of fertilizer 
since 1890, last year produced an average of 
20 bushels per acre. A report from the sta- 
tion in 1898 showed the average yield to be 
12.3 bushels per acre.

Eisenhower on Social — 
Security 


One of the most vital of social security 
measures is that the health of the 
individual. . In the United States, as in Can- 
ada, many people feel that with socialized 
medicine the fear of sickness, with large hos- 
pital and doctor bills would forever be ban- 
ished from the lives of people who cannot 
afford, under the present system, to be sick. 

Now comes General Eisenhower, who 
from his boyhood days never had to dig into 
his own pocket for as much as an aspirin 
tablet or a toothbrush, with the astounding 
assertion that he is opposed to socialized 
medicine. At $18,000 per year pension as a 
retired general of the U.S. Army it is easy 
for Mr. Eisenhower, Republican candidate 
for the presidency of the United States, to 
tell poor workmen and others they should 
stand on their own two feet when it comes 
to doctor bills, hospital expenses and the 
high costs for medicines with which some 
unfortunates are faced. 

This reminds us of a judge of the Supreme 
Court of Canada telling a class of university 
graduates to work for, not materialistic 
‘things in life, but to strive for the higher 
ambitions of the spirit. If a hard-working 
priest or minister, getting $1,800 per year, 
tells us that, we are willing to listen with a 
mark of respect. f 
But when a justice, appointed for life to 
the Bench at $25,000 per year tells us not 
té worry about making money, we blink our 
eyes and swallow hard. 


Dollar Up; Wheat Down 


Canadian money is now rated as the 
most valuable in the world. This may be a 


| source of pride to the people of this country, 


but it does not work ‘out so well for primary 
producers dependent to a large extent on 
export markets. The premium position of 
the Canadian dollar brings down the price of 
exports. 

In the case of wheat, the International 
Wheat Agreement provides for a ceiling price 
of $1.80, but that. .price. was based on the 
value of. Canadian money in March, 1949. 
Canadian money now is more valuable than 
it was then in the opinion of the world, and 
so the ceiling price has declined accordingly. 
The average price for 1 northern wheat at 
Fort William during the month of July was 
$1.741%4 a bushel or 51% cents below the $1.80 
ceiling. As wheat agreement prices are the 
standard for domestic prices, there was a 
similar decline for whéat sold for Canadian 
consumption. 


Full Speed Ahead 


over for the time being,and most of the sea- 
sonal hazards a thing of the past for this 
year, it is “full speed ahead” for the Western 
grain crop. 

The federal] bureau of statistics now esti- 
mates Canada’s 1952 wheat crop\at 675 mil- 
lion bushels. This compares with the previous 
highest estimate of 665 million bushels, The 
previous highest Canadian wheat crop was 
567 million bushels in 1928. 

With all the modern harvesting machin- 
er of 1952 one wonders how the farmers of 
1928 managed to harvest so much grain with 
the comparatively old-fashioned machinery 
of 24 years ago. It has taken nearly a quar- 
ter of a century to beat that 1928 record! 

Let’s hope and pray that good harvest 
weather, with warm, dry days and cool dry 
nights prevails in Alberta until the crop is 
harvested. Let's hope, too, that marketing 
of the grain is facilitated to move the crop to 
the hungry markets of the world. ~~
